THE TTKTNK MYSTERY. 


Boston, July 16.—The>ystery that 


has long shrouded the death of Jennie 
P. Clark, whose body was found in a 
trunk at Lynn, is now said to be 
solved. Late last night thoseMmpli- 
cated were arrested and lodged in 
the tombs. The parties arrested were 
Mme. 0. C. Goodrich, female physi- 
cian, 21 Lagiange street, and who 
is the alleged abortionist in the 
case,

Adams, of Higlands, at whose house 


. Jennie last worked and two women, a 


mother and daughter, living in Somer- 
ville, at whose house in the south 
part of that town Jennie Clark is said 
to have died. The two ladies, howev- 
er, whose names are just now repress- 
^ for obvious reasons, but who in 
this narrative will be referred to 
as Smith are held principally as wit- 
.nesses in the case. They have always 
borne a good reputation in Somerville 
and are supposed to have been guilt- 
less of any criminality in the share 
they took in the transactions, though 
their names are included in the 
complaint against the parties arrested 


charging complicity in procuring an 
abortion upon the body of Jennie 
Clark. They, it appears, were nurses 
of Jennie at a house in Somerville. 


The facts of the case, as they are 


related by them and corroborated by 
other testimony, are that on the 12th 
of February last, when the Clarke 
girl left her home in the Highlands 
she went direct to the house, of

FIBE IN THE MINES. 


CentraliajPa., July 16.—The fire 


in the coal at Provost's colliery is still 
burning fiercely, together with the 
dirt and rock banks. The mine is 
now being flooded but with poor 
prospects of overcoming the flames, 
which gained considerable headway 
during the night and are now endang- 
ing the working of the continent 
and Hazel Dell mines, which are also 
divided from the burning vein by a 
pillar of coal 30 feet thick. Should 
these works take fire this town would 
be ruined. Several pumping engines 
were destroyed, together with the 
breaker, office, and all the buildings 
except the otables. The loss is esti- 
mated this morning at $200,000. 


The Breaker was insured with 


Provost & Servings, of Philadelphia, 
but for what amount is not known. 
Just before the fire commenced a car 
load of miners whowere descendinginto 
the pit had a narrow escape from de- 
struction, receiving timely warning 
from two boys who escaped when the 
flames started.

THE TRUNK MYSTERY. 


Boston, July 16.—The^mystery that 
has long shrouded the death of Jennie 
P. Clark, whose body was found in a 
trunk at Lynn, is now said to be 
solved. Late last night those impli- 
cated were arrested and lodged in 
the tombs. 
The parties arrested were 
Mme. O. C. Goodrich, female physi- 
cian, 21 Lagiange street, and who 
is the alleged 
abortionist in the 
case, 
Dr. 
Kimball, 
who 
lived 
in , the 
same 
house 
with 
that 
woman, 
and 
is 
charged 
with 
being 
one 
of 
the 
princi- 
pal 
accessories; 
Mr. 
Allen 
Adams, of Higlands, at whose house 
Jennie last worked and two women, a 
mother and daughter, living in Somer- 
ville, at whose house in the south 
part of that town Jennie Clark is said 
to have died. 
The two ladies, howev- 
er, whose names are just now repress- 
ed for obvious reasons, but who in 
this 
narrative will be referred to 
as Smith are held principally as wit- 
nesses in the case. 
They have always 
borne a good reputation in Somerville 
and are supposed to have been guilt» 
less of any criminality in the share 
they took in the transactions, though 
their names are included in the 
complaint against the xMirties arrested 


JJ charging complicity in procuring an 
abortion upon the body of Jennie 
Clark. 
They, it appears, were nurses 
of Jennie at a house in Somerville. 


The facts of the case, as they are 
related by them and corroborated b j 
other testimony, are that on the 12th 
of February last, when the Clarke 
girl left her home in the Highlands 
she went direct to the house, of 
Mme. Goodrich, and there an abor- 
tion wae performed, and she remainec 
for 
a 
few days, and on the 
15th of 
February, 
left 
Boston 
for 
Somerville, 
going 
to 
the 
house 
of 
the 
Smiths. 
Shortly 
after her arrival she was delir. 
ered 
of a 
fœtus, 
and for 
while exhibited symptoms of get- 
ting 
well. 
Soon, 
however, her 
illness took an unfavorable turn and 
on the 25th she died. 
Kimball bad 
previoaslj been notified of the shape 
matters were taking and the doctor 
went to Smmerville;and arrived there 
shortly after 
Jeunie's 
death and 
assisted in. packing up the body, 
first cutting off the dead girl's nose 
with a pair of dentists' forceps. 


The body of Miss Clark was then 
put into a trunk and on the following 
evening Kimball carried it in a bug- 
gy in the direction of Lynn. 
He was 
unable 
to 
sink 
it 
as 
most 
of the streams were 
frozen, but 
on 
reaching the Fox Hill 
bridge, 
on Saugus River, he put it overboard 
through the rails. This is the substance 
of the story of the two nurses of Jen- 
nie Clark as told this morning to the 
detectives. 
Many details are still un- 
known and the principals refuse to 
divulge 
anything, 
claiming 
their 
entire innocence but their denial will 
be met with 
strong 
evidence in 
the hands of officers. 


An indictment of all the parties by 
the grand jury at its next session will 
probably follow. 


Dr. Jas. D. Simons, the so-called 
dentist, who owns the building in La- 
grange street, where the abortion was 
performed, was also arrested. He is 
notorious as the proprietor of several 
other dens of a similar character.

FIRE IN THE MINES. 
Centralia, Pa., July 16.—The fire 
in the coal at Provost's colliery is still 
burning fiercely, together with the 
dirt and rock banks. The mine is 
now being flooded but with poor 
prospects of overcoming the flames, 
which gained considerable headway 
during the night and are now endang- 
ing the working of the continent 
and Hazel Dell mines, which are also 
divided from the burning vein by a 
pillar of coal 30 feet thick. 
Should 
these works take fire this town would 
be ruined. 
Several pumping engines 
were destroyed, together with the 
breaker, office, and all the buildings 
except the stables. The loss is esti- 
mated this morning at $200,000. 


The Breaker was insured 
with 
Provost & Servings, of Philadelphia, 
but for what amount is not known. 
Just before the fire commenced a car 
load of miners whowere descendinginto 
the pit had a narrow escape from de- 
struction, receiving timely warning 
from two boys who escaped when the 
flames started.

Fort Wayne has just awakened to a ful 
realization of the true situation ai-d i 
at last convinced that there is a large 
rich and fertileagricultnral district ex 
tending far west from that city, the 
trade and profits of which should go 
there. A glanco at the inap will show 
that there is a large section of country 
beginning at Fort Wayne and extend 
ing westward, between the Wabasl 
River and the Pittsburg, Ft. Wayne 
& Chicago Railroad, through which 
there is no east and west line of rail 
way. 
Anyone acquainted with the 


belt of country alluded to, knows it 
to be rich in everything that consti- 
tutes wealth. It has no superior in 
the state as a farming district, and as 
for timber it excels all others. It is 
well populated and dotted here anc 
there with thrifty, enterprising towns 
This rich portion of the country, as 
before, stated, is without any east or 
west railway connection, but is cut 
at right angles, north and south, by 
five lines of road. As a consequence 
much of the grain, lumber and stock, 
seeking an eastern market is cut of 
from Fort Wayne, all of which it 
would get under other circumstances.

Some towns and cities are very much 
like individuals—they , never can see 
their financial or business interest« un- 
til after the opporttìMtìèsfor realizing 
handsome profits and lasting benefits 
have passed from within their gr.isp. 
Fort Wayne has just awakened to.-i full 
realization of the true situation and is 
at last convinced that there is a large, 
rich and fertile agricultural district ex- 
tending far west from that city, the 
trade and profits of which should go 
there. A glance at the map will show 
that there is a large section of country, 
beginning at Fort Wayne and extend- 
ing westward, between the Wabash 
River and the Pittsburg, Ft. Wayne 
& Chicago Railroad, through which 
there is no east and west line of rail- 
way. Anyone acquainted with the 
belt of country alluded to, knows it 
to be rich in everything that consti- 
tutes wealth. It has no superior in 
the state as a farming district, and as 
for timber it excels all others. It is 
well populated and dotted here and 
there with thrifty, enterprising towns. 
This rich portion of the country, as 
before stated, is without any east or 
west railway connection, but is cut 
at right angles, north and south, by 
five lines of road. As a consequence 
much of the grain, lumber and stock, 
seeking an eastern market is cut off 
from Fort Wayne, all of which it 
would get under other circumstances. 
That city also loses much of the com- 
mercial trade of this part of the coun- 
try in consequence of the unfavorable 
means of reaching that point. All 
these disadvantages to the business in- 
terests of that city have at last be- 
come apparent to some of its citizens, 
and they are now clamoring for just 
what Rochester has been contending 
for many years. It sees now what has 
been lost by not listening to our ap- 
peals for an eastern outlet, and sends 
forth the following piteous wail which 
we find in the columns of the Fort 
Wayne Daily SENTINEL : 


"the Eel River road and the Balti- 
more and Ohio are already drawing 
away business from us on the west, 
north and northeast, while the Toledo, 
Delphos and Bluffton will soon be felt 
doing the same thing for us on the 
south and southwest unless something 
be done to counteract it. 
There is a 
large district of rich country to the 
wosc of us, between the Wabash Riv- 
er and the Pittsburgh, Fort Wayne 
and Chicago road, that might be 
easily brought into close business re- 
lations 
with 
Fort 
Wayne, and 
yet a business 
man from the 
section 
referred 
to is hardly 
ever seen in our streets. Neither the 
Wabash nor the Pittsburgh gets a 
car load of business from the greater 
part of the section J refer to. 
It all 
finds it« way to other markets by one 
or the other of the five roads' that 
croas it from north to south. 
It is 
obvious th.1t a large ahare of the 
business of this 
section might be 
brought to Fort Wayne by the con- 
struction of a narrow guage road, and 
that such a road would not affect un- 
favorably any existing road to the 
city from the west; but, on the con- 
ti-ary, would be a valuable feeder to 
each of them. Those who read thÌ!< 
are requested to turn to a railroad 
map of the state for verification o 
what is stated above." 


The day for such a road as the citi- 
zens of Fort Wayne would like to have 
is now past. 
For years and years this 
section of country asked for the build- 
ing of an eastern road, but Fort Wayne 
being well provided for at that time, 
paid but little heed to our appeals. 
After years of failure in that direction 
we sought a new outlet, and very hap- 
pily found it via the narrow guage to 
Huntington .and on eastward. Thè 
appropriations 
along 
the line 
have 
been 
made, and work is 
actively 
progressing. 
The line 
from 
Huntington 
to this place 
is likely to take in North Manchester 
and the next best thin^for the citizens 
of Fort Wayne will be to build a link 
between the two points, connecting 
both with Rochester and the interme- 
diate towns along the line of the nar- 
row ^uge. 
After that has been done 
and Fort Wayne wishes to extend 
the line to Kewanna, Winamac and 
Renssellaer, as is now proposed, Roch- 
ester will be found lending a helping 
hand, but with our present prospects 
for a good road east, we have no in- 
clination to aid in the construction of 
a road to Fort Wayne.

Many of our citizens are in favor of 
water works because they expect the 
works to be of real benefit to the peo 
pie. But it seems that this is a mis- 
taken notion—that water works are 
not intended for the people.

POLlTICALi 


The Ma^land republican state con- 
vention will meet in Baltimore, Sep-, 
tember 12th, to nominate candidates 
for governor, comptroller and clerk of 
appeals. 


The Pennsylvania greenbackers met 
at Altoona, yesterday, and nominated 
Henry Carey Baird for state treas- 
urer. The platform favors the pay- 
ment of the national debt according 
to the contract; opposes the issue of 
any-more interest bearing bonds by 
the government; favoi« the substitu- 
tion of greenback^» for national bank 
notes, the same to be full legal 
tender; declares that the govern- 
ment 
alone 
should 
issue the 
paper currency of the country; fayors 
the substitution of fractional curren- 
cy for the trade dollar and subsidiary 
silver coin; demands the levy of a 
graduated income tax, with heavy 
penalties for perjury in violation; de- 
mands the passage of an act abolish- 
ing the store order or truck system, 
and compelling the payment of all 
wages due laborers at regular dates, 
and in lawful money of the United 
States, all debts due for labor to take 
precedence of all other claims; de 
mands the passage and enforcement of 
such laws as will perment all combin- 
ations and discriminations or rebates 
by transportation companies, and com- 
pelling common carriers to furnish 
service for the same price to all men; 
demands that no more public lands be 
voted to corporations, but that they be 
held for actual settlers; demands that 
education shall be free and industrial, 
and no child shall be allowed to grow 
up in ignorance. 


LABOR TROUBLES. 


Davenport, July 15.—A majority

have struck for $1.50 per day of eight 
hours, instead of $1.25 for a day of 
eleven hours. 


St. Louis, July 15.—The coopers, 
who struck on Monday for an increase 
of pay of two cents per barrel on flour 
barrels, have established :iu executive 
committee and lu adqujirter^. 
They 
have appled to the other trail«.' nfiion>i 
for assistance. 
To-day a larti*.- b«3dy 
indulged in a procession in the upper 
part of the city, finally marching to 
the Empire shop and carrying away 
their tools. 
This is the busy season 
with the coopers and they are already 
feeling the eflects of the strske. The 
surplus stock of flour barrels is run- 
ning low. 


YELLOW FEVER. 


The commission appointed by the 
national board of health of the United 
States for the purpose of studying yel- 
low fever symptoms and their devel- 
opment and treatment in Havana, are 
prosecuting the work assiduously. Dur- 
ing the last week, there were 117 
deaths from yellow fever in Havana. 


Memphis remains very quiet. There 
are no new cases, and if none are re- 
ported by Monday the present quar- 
antine regulations will be discontinu- 
ed. Norfolk and New Orleans have 
raised the quarantine against Mem- 
phis. Judge Ray's son was better last 
night. 


New York, July 15.—The Sun says 
it is reported that several other girls 
of Lorrillard's tobacco factory, Jersey 
City were taken sick yesterday. The 
authorities of the factory denied it. 
Much anxiety was expressed as to 
whether the rumor that the sickness 
originated from the liberation of germs 
of yellow fever, said to have impreg- 
nated some of the tobacco, had any 
foundation in fact. After the most 
thorough investigation that the cir- 
cumstances of the case admitted, the 
reporters were unable to obtain any 
evidence in support of the rumor. 


The steamer City of Merida, from 
Vera Cruz, and Niagara, from Cuba, 
were 
ordered 
yesterday 
to dis- 
charge their cargo at quarantine. Dr. 
Vanderpool, health officer, found a 
case of yellow fever on each vessel. 
Nine vessels were in quarantine, off 
Robbins's reef, last night,including two 
steamers from Havana, which arrived 
yesterday afternoon. 
Of the other 
five, one is laden with sugar from the 
same port, and two are in ballast. 


THE HEAT. 


The heat yesterday throughout the 
country was intense, tbe mercury 
ranging from 98° to 102°. At Akron, 
O., a Swede laborer, name unknown, 
died from sunstroke. 
At Yellow 
Creek, O., there was another fatal 
case; also one at Detroit and one at 
Pottsville, Pa.

The United States consul general 
at Havana, in a dispatch to the depart- 
ment'of state, reports that the Span- 
ish government has made great reduc- 
tions in the internal taxes of Cuba. 
The present tax of 25 percent on prop- 
erty has been reduced to 16 percent. 
The reductions are said to be due to 
the economy practiced in the séveral 
departments. 
The reduction is re- 
garded as a very important measure 
on the island. 


Com. Raum has sent a circular to 
all collectors of internal revenue in 
moonshine districts, informing them 
that, althoue:h the usual appropriation 
for fee.s of United States marshals has 
not been made by congress, his oflBce 
will not relax in its efforts to suppress 
fraud by the seizure of illicit distil- 
leries and prosecution of oflenders. 
He directs collectors to relieve as much 
as possible the marshal from the em- 
barnissinents of his situation, and in 
form them that he propose to give 
the jiecessary force to execute the 
laws.

There is an increase in acre- 
age of about 13 percent as compared 
with 1878. Of the states producing 
shpping, manufacturing and smoking 
tobacco (which constitutes nine-tenths 
of all the tobacco grown in the United 
States), North Carolina alone shows 
an increase in the area planted. The 
condition of the whole country is 
slightly below that of July Ist, 1878.

The 
deceased was a

ments. Thoroughly devoted to her 
husband and children, she was the 
chiefest ornamentof a home which has 
for years been one of the centers of 
the refined and intellectual social 
life of Fort Wayne. 
Her carriage 
was that of a dignified and well bred 
lady of the old school, who vriJS 
scrupulous in the fulfillment of all the 
obligations imposed by social usages. 
Her death is a severe blow to those to 
whom her life had been devoted, and 
they have the heartfelt sympathy of a 
larg;e circle of friends.
